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Hopefully, progress is being made 
in the hospital crisis facing Hamlin. 
But the problem is that everything is 
still in the talking stage and nothing 
firm has happened as yet. 
Since a great many people are 
concerned about the situation and 
want to see some action taken to 
assure them that we will continue to 
have a hospital, this waiting without 
any firm word creates problems. But 
any problem this big takes time to 
work out and until something firm is 
settled, it is hard to issue any 
statem en ts 
or 
m ake 
any 
an* 
nouncements. 
Meetings have been held by the 
board of directors of the Hamlin 
Memorial Hospital Association and 
the local doctors and more meetings 
are planned. At the present time there 
are a lot of questions that have not 
been answered because of the legal 
status of the association that owns the 
hospital. 
If these questions can be answered 
and the problems solved, it would 
appear that a way can be worked out 
for the hospital to be operated without 
the need for a hospital district. 
But at the present tim e about all 
that can be done is to assure the 
people of the area that every effort is 
being m ade to keep our hospital and 
at least for the present there is not 
much the rest of us can do but wait 
and worry. 


This past week I was asked by a 
local m erchant to say something 
about urging those people who are 
paid from tax money to make a 
greater effort to trade where this 
money comes from--at home. And as 
a m erchant and taxpayer I can un­ 
derstand this m an’s concern. 
When you help pay someone’s 
salary you cannot help but feel some 
justification in feeling that the money 
should go back to the taxpayers as 
much as possible. 
But when you back off and take an 
objective view of the question it is 
doubtful that a person who is paid by 
the taxpayers has anymore obligation 
to trade at home than does anyone 
else whose paycheck depends on the 
local economy. 
Anyone who draws a paycheck 
supposedly does so 
for 
services 
rendered and consequently earns the 
right to spend the money as they see 
fit. This is true whether they receive 
their money from public or private 
sources. 
And while this is their legal right, 
common sense should dictate that 
people should support each other for 
the common good of all. 
The paychecks of a great many 
people in Hamlin depend upon the 
economic soundness of the Hamlin 
business community. This is true for 
people who are paid by tax monies as 
well as those who draw their checks 
from private businesses. 
Every dollar taken from Hamlin 
and spent elsewhere helps create jobs 
for people in other towns and helps 
pay taxes there but does nothing to 
help meet the local payrolls or pay 
taxes. 
It becomes very short sighted to 
think that it is not anybody’s business 
where you spend your hard earned 
money if in the end it means that your 
job is eliminated. And for those on 
public payrolls this can come even 
sooner than for others. If jobs are 
eliminated, our school enrollment 
falls and so does our number of 
teachers. If the amount of city or 
school taxes declines it means that 
some cuts must be made some place 
and quite often this is done in the 
payrolls, 
If Hamlin is to grow and prosper, it 
takes the efforts of all of us to at least 
make an effort to trade at home first. 
No one expects anybody to pay two

INDUSTRIAL WASTES 
ORDINANCE 


An ordinance by the City of 
Hamlin, Texas, regulating the 
use of public and private sewers 
and drains and the discharge of 
waters and wastes into the 
public sewer system; providing 
that no person shall discharge 
or cause to be discharged any 
storm water, surface water, 
ground water, roof runoff, 
subsurface drainage or un­ 
polluted industrial process 
waters into any sanitary sewer ; 
and further providing that no 


person shall discharge either 
directly or indirectly into the 
sewer drainage system of the 
City any water or wastes 
containing more than IOO parts 
per million by weight of fat, oil 
or grease, any gasoline or other 
explosive liquid, solid or gas, 
any water or waste containing a 
toxic or poisonous substance, or 
various other wastes or matters 
as set out more fully in the or­ 
dinance; requiring tne in­ 
stallation and maintenance at 
the property owner’s expense of 
grease, 
oil 
and sand in­ 
terceptors for the proper 
handling of liquid wastes 
containing grease in excessive 
amounts, or any flammable 
waste, sand, and other harmful 
ingredients, except that such 
interceptors 
shall 
not 
be 
required for private living 
quarters or dwelling units. 
Any person found to be 
violating any provision of this 
ordinance, except Section 401 
dealing with the malicious, 
willful, or negligent breakage, 
damage, uncovering, defacing 
or tampering with any part of 
the municipal sewage works, 
shall be served by the City with 
written notice stating the 
nature of the violation and 
providing a reasonable time 


limit for the satisfactory 
correction thereof and the of­ 
fender shall, within the period 
of time stated in such notice, 
permanently 
cease 
all 
violations, if the offender 
continues violation after the 
expiration of the time stated, 
the Mayor may prohibit the 
further use of the sewage 
system by the offender and may 
remove or close the offender’s 
sewage and water connection. 
Any person who shall continue 
any violation beyond the time 
limit provided for shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall t>e fined 
in an amount not exceeding One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00) for 
each violation. Each day in 
which any such violation shall 
continue shall be deemed a 
separate offense. Any person 
violating any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall become 
liable to the City for any ex­ 
penses, loss, or damage oc- 
casionsd by the City by reason 
of such violation. 
The ordinance further con­ 
tains a savings clause, and 
provides that this ordinance is 
necessary for the immediate 
protection and preservation of 
the public health, safety and 
general welfare, and that this 


ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect immediately from 
and after its passage and it is 
accordingly so ordained.

Since a great many people are 
concerned about the situation and 
want to see some action taken to 
assure them that we will continue to 
have a hospital, this waiting without 
any firm word creates problems. But 
any problem this big takes time to 
work out and until something firm is 
settled, it is hard to issue any 
statements 
or 
make 
any 
an­ 
nouncements. 
Meetings have been held by the 
board of directors of the Hamlin 
Memorial Hospital Association and 
the local doctors and more meetings 
are planned. At the present time there 
are a lot of questions that have not 
been answered because of the legal 
status of the association that owns the 
hospital. 
If these questions can be answered 
and the problems solved, it would 
appear that a way can be worked out 
for the hospital to be operated without 
the need for a hospital district. 
But at the present time about all 
that can be done is to assure the 
people of the area that every effort is 
being made to keep our hospital and 
at least for the present there is not 
much the rest of us can do but wait 
and worry.

This past week I was asked by a 
local merchant to say something 
about urging those people who are 
paid from tax money to make a 
greater effort to trade where this 
money comes from--at home. And as 
a merchant and taxpayer I can un­ 
derstand this man’s concern. 
When you help pay someone’s 
salary you cannot help but feel some 
justification in feeling that the money 
should go back to the taxpayers as 
much as possible. 
But when you back off and take an 
objective view of the question it is 
doubtful that a person who is paid by 
the taxpayers has anymore obligation 
to trade at home than does anyone 
else whose paycheck depends on the 
local economy. 
Anyone who draws a paycheck 
supposedly does so 
for 
services 
rendered and consequently earns the 
right to spend the money as they see 
fit. This is true whether they receive 
their money from public or private 
sources. 
And while this is their legal right, 
common sense should dictate that 
people should support each other for 
the common good of all. 
The paychecks of a great many 
people in Hamlin depend upon the 
economic soundness of the Hamlin 
business community. This is true for 
people who are paid by tax monies as 
well as those who draw their checks 
from private businesses. 
Every dollar taken from Hamlin 
and spent elsewhere helps create jobs 
for people in other towns and helps 
pay taxes there but does nothing to 
help meet the local payrolls or pay 
taxes. 
It becomes very short sighted to 
think that it is not anybody’s business 
where you spend your hard earned 
money if in the end it means that your 
job is eliminated. And for those on 
public payrolls this can come even 
sooner than for others. If jobs are 
eliminated, our school enrollment 
falls and so does our number of 
teachers. If the amount of city or 
school taxes declines it means that 
some cuts must be made some place 
and quite often this is done in the 
payrolls. 
If Hamlin is to grow and prosper, it 
takes the efforts of all of us to at least 
make an effort to trade at home first. 
No one expects anybody to pay two

An ordinance by the City of 
Hamlin, Texas, regulating the 
use of public and private sewers 
and drains and the discharge of 
waters and wastes into the 
public sewer system; providing 
that no person shall discharge 
or cause to be discharged any 
storm water, surface water, 
ground water, roof runoff, 
subsurface drainage 
or 
un­ 
polluted industrial process 
waters into any sanitary sewer ; 
and further providing that no 


person shall discharge either 
directly or indirectly into the 
sewer drainage system of the 
City any water or wastes 
containing more than IOO parts 
per million by weight of fat, oil 
or grease, any gasoline or other 
explosive liquid, solid or gas, 
any water or waste containing a 
toxic or poisonous substance, or 
various other wastes or matters 
as set out more fully in the or­ 
dinance; requiring tne in­ 
stallation and maintenance at 
the property owner’s expense of 
grease, 
oil 
and sand 
in­ 
terceptors 
for 
the proper 
handling 
of liquid wastes 
containing grease in excessive 
amounts, or any flammable 
waste, sand, and other harmful 
ingredients, except that such 
interceptors 
shall 
not 
be 
required for private living 
quarters or dwelling units. 
Any person found to be 
violating any provision of this 
ordinance, except Section 401 
dealing 
with 
the malicious, 
willful, or negligent breakage, 
damage, uncovering, defacing 
or tampering with any part of 
the municipal sewage works, 
shall be served by the City with 
written 
notice stating 
the 
nature of the violation and 
providing a reasonable time 


lim it for the 
satisfactory 
correction thereof and the of­ 
fender shall, within the period 
of time stated in such notice, 
permanently 
cease 
all 
violations, if the offender 
continues violation after the 
expiration of the time stated, 
the Mayor may prohibit the 
further use of the 
sewage 
system by the offender and may 
remove or close the offender’s 
sewage and water connection. 
Any person who shall continue 
any violation beyond the time 
limit provided for shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined 
in an amount not exceeding One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00) for 
each violation. Each day in 
which any such violation shall 
continue shall be deemed a 
separate offense. Any person 
violating any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall become 
liable to the City for any ex­ 
penses, loss, or damage oc- 
casionsd by the City by reason 
of such violation. 
The ordinance further con­ 
tains a savings clause, and 
provides that this ordinance is 
necessary for the immediate 
protection and preservation of 
the public health, safety and 
general welfare, and that this 


ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect immediately from 
and after its passage and it is 
accordingly so ordained.
